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In' ten years the screw has entirely re- 
placed the paddle in transatlantic navi- 
gation, the weight of marine engines has 
diminished one-half, the steam pressure 
quadrupled, and the consumption of 
coal lias decreased two-thirda.

It 
is claimed that the conditions under 
which this prize is to be competed for 
arc less than those of " heat-races," and 
are, therefore, especially calculated to 
favor the chances of stallions that have 
been confined to the breeding farm dur- 
ing the season, as such horses can readily 
prepare for an exhibition of great speed 
for a single mile, whereas they could not 
Ikj expected to compete in a well con- 
tested race against horse fitted by a long 
course of training. The prize cup is 
twelve inches high, and at the broadest 
part of the bowl fifteen inches in diam- 
eter. The general style of workmanship 
is Grecian, modified, however, by the 
introduction of emblems of the associa- 
tion by which it E* offered as a prize.

At length the scouts who lor days 
have !>een scouring the prairie in every 
direction, bring the welcome intelligence 
of the discoveiy 61 the main herds. The 
line of inarch is at once turned toward 
the jKiint Indicated, and the laws against 
firing ami leaving the main body arc 
rigidly enforced. The long train moves 
cautiously and as silently as possible. 
Advantage is taken of d epr es si ons in the 
prairie to keep the train concea l ed from 
the buffalo, and not a sound is raised 
that may give warning of its presence. 
Approach is made as close! v as may be 
compatible with safety, always keeping 
to the windward of the herd. Then, if 
a convenient locality is reached, camp is 
made, and busy pre] >a rat ions for the 
evening hunt begin. Guns are carefully 
scanned, powder-flasKsand bullet-pouches 
filled, saddles and bridles examined, and, 
above all, the horses to be used in the 
final chase carefully groomed, for highest 
among his* possessions the plain-hunter 
ranks his " buffalo runner '' Itisto'iim 
like the Arab's stecd-a daily comrade 
to l»e petted and spoken to, the com- 
panion of his King journeys, and the 
means of his livelihood. 

The buffalo-runner belongs to no par- 
ticular breed, the only requisites being 
speed, tact in bringing bis rider along- 
side the retreating herd and maintaining 
a certain relative distance while there, 
and the avoiding the numerous pitfalls 
with which the prairie abounds. Horses 
well trained in these duties, and jiossess- 
ing the additional requisite of speed, 
command high prices in the hunt, often 
ranging from fifty to eighty pounds ster- 
ling. On the hunt they are seldom used 
for any other purpose than that of the 
filial race, except it may be to occasion- 
ally draw the cart of madame at times 
when her neighbor appear- in unwonted 
attire. 

Before daybreak on tV.c following 
morning — for a chase is seldom liegtin 
late in the day — the great body of hunt- 
ers are off under the guidance of scouls 
in pursuit of the main herd. A ride ot 
an hour or more brings them within, say. 
a mile of the buffalo, which have been 
moving slowly off as they approached. 
The hunt up to this time has moved in 
four columns, with every man in his 
place. As they draw nearer at a gentle 
trot, the immense herd breaks into a 
rolling gallop. Now the critical and 
long-desired moment has arrived. The 
chief gives the signal. " Allee ! allee I " 
he shouts, and a thousand reckless riders 
dash forward at a wild run. Into the 
herd they penetrate ; along its sides 
they stretch, the trained horses regu- 
lating their pace to that of the 
moving mass beside them ; guns flash, 
shots and yells rc-sour.d ; the dust 
arises in thick clouds over the struggling 
band ; and the chase sweeps rapidly 
over the plain, leaving its traces behind 
in the multitude of animals lying dead 
upon the ground, or feebly struggling in 
their death-throes. The hunter pauses 
not a moment, but loads and fires with 
the utmost rapidity, pouring in hi* bul- 
lets at the closest range, often almost 
touching the animal he aims at. To fa- 
cilitate the rapidity of his fire he uses a 
flint-lock, smooth-bore trading gun, and 
enters the chase with his mouth filled 
with bullets. A handful of powder is 
let fall from the powder-horn, a bullet is

Great progress has been made in 
this direction within the last few years, 
and it must go un until our schools are 
something besides hot houses of im- 
poteney anil fashionable nselesaill ss, aud 
our farms Itecome the homes of cultured 
intellectuality. 

A change in our common school sys- 
tem is the first thing to l>e sought. We 

must begin here. to learn our boys and 
girls that education is only an aid to 
BSefuluSSS, a means for the accomplish- 
ment of the proper aims of life, and is 
not a simple ornament. .More attention 

mii-i be paid to the practical pursuits of 
life and less to the accomplishments. 
Instead of lea-ling the Susceptible mind 
entirely away from the thought of in- 
dustry, never |K-rmit it to forget it. If 
the science of agriculture, for instance, 
hail a place among the studits of eur 

common schools, the l*>y would be led to 

sec Itoauties instead of drudgery aud 
uninviting gloom in life upwn the farm, 
and would be less inclined to leave it, 
often for less honorable and even less re- 
munerative employment. The Western

It is boldly affirmed by many and qui- 
etly assumed by many more that the pul- 
pit of to-day is losing power with men. 
This is no doubt in some sense true. The 
pulpit has to-day relatively less influ- 
ence than it had half a century ago. 
But is the cause to be attributed wholly, 
as many intimate, to a decline in the 
style or character of preaching? We 
think not. We think, on the contrary, 
that it may be fearlessly asserted that 
there was never more ability, more learn- 
ing, more power in ranks of the christian 
ministry- than 1 there is at the present 
time. We believe, too, that ministers ol 
to-day are on an average as devoted 
to their calling as those of a former g it- 
eration. 

But while ministerial culture has in- 
creased greatly within the last fifty 
years, general culture has increased in a 
still greater ratio. The clergy a e no 
longer distinguished, as a class, for their 
learning. Kducation is more diffused, 
and is ofa higher order among all cl a s ses 
than it was in the times of our lathers. 
The pulpit is not now, as then, the chief 
jKipular intellectual power in the land. 
It divides its iattoence with the lecture 
system and the press, which latter agen- 
cy especially has acquired prodigious 
potency among us. Men need not go to 
church now to gain mental stimulus and 

■dea*. 

More than this, far greater demands 
are made upon a minister than were 
made a generation ago. More literary 
culture is expected of the pulpit. An 
increased amount ol outside work ia de- 
volved Upon the pastors of our ebiin In 
The minister of to-day must l>e a well- 
r ead man in order to satisfy the intellec- 
tual tastes of his bearers. He must be 
an intelligent observer of the progress of 
events, know something of politics and 
of w hatever is agitating the public mind. 
When due account is made of the drafts 
upon a preacher's time and energy apart 
from bis regular ministerial work, the 
visiting that must he done— and many 
people are thoughtlessly exacting in this 
matter— the books, reviews, and papers 
that must be read it he would keep him- 
self at all abreast of the age and be "a 
workman that iieedeth not to 
ashamed," it ceases to be a matter of won- 
der that his energies sometimes flag, 
and he is not always so profound or bril- 
liant as bis critics might desire. 

It is one thing for a lawyer to make 
halt a dozen great efforts a year at the 
bar, or for a statesman to make a single 
great speech in a session of congress, or 
for a scholar in the seclusion of his well- 
tocked library to turn off an elalwrate 
review article once or twice in a twelve- 
month, and quite another thing for a 
minister, often harassed by the petty 
cares of a household or the petty troub- 
les of a parish, obliged to deny himself 
many helps to intellectual effort, to pro- 
duce week after week, year in and year 

out, sermons that will interest and in-

ClwewC Hay. 

Whether clover shall be made intosome 
of the sweetest ami most valuable bay 
which is produced on the farm or con- 
verted into something about as unpalita- 
ble and innutritious as straw, depesda 
upon time it is cut and the manner in 
which it is cured. If it is left standing 
in the field until the heads are all brown, 
then cut and dried wholly in the sun, 
and not drawn into the barn until it is 
as stiff and dry as sticks and chips, it 
will not be very good lor anything but 
manure. Cattle can be made to eat it 
but they will not relish it and it will do 
them comparatively little good. But if 
c«t y>Lvu in the L!o.*s >m and when there 
is no dew or rtfr! rrprm tr. mv~rrm T n re- 
main the sun a few hours, being turned 
once by the tedder, and then raked when 
it is dry and warm, before tiiu «*«•••» bo- 
gins to fall, and put up in .-mall cocks; 
allowed to stand a few days anil then the 
cocks turned over to the sun for a few 
hours, and drawn into the b.iru when 
quite dry, it wlfl be some <>f the 
nicest hay for cows or young cattle that 
can l>e secured. In the first case t':e 
leaves are nearly all got off from the 
stalks which alone are left for the cattle 
to eat, and even these are spoiled by im- 
proper drying and handling. But if 
cured in the maimer List described the 
leaves will remain on, the stalks will be 
cured without being burned, the color 
will be very nice and a first rate quality 
of hay will be obtained. We are aware 
that some fanners do not dry their clover 
as much as we have recommended, but 
we think it N necessary in order to pre- 
vent musting in the mow. We do not 
like to feed smoky hay and we have al- 
ways noticed that hay which was put in- 
to the barn when very green would come 
out smoky in the winter or spring. 
There are extremes on cither band. 
Hay may be dried too little, and it is 
very likely o be dried cither too much 
or else in an improper manner. It is 
much better to cure clover slowly in their 
cob than it i< rapidly in the open sun. 
More hay will l>c obtained and the qual- 
ity will be much improved. — -Veir film* 
land Homnlnd.

We have dwelt so long on the reasons 
for drainage that we must pass over 
briefly the modes. There is but one ap- 
proved mode, and this by til«*- Th° 
ditch required for tiles is so rapidly Inl- 
and moreover, do their work so effect- 
ually, that we should never use stones 
unless it was to get rid of them, and even 
then we think they would serve a better 
purpose made into roads than - nto 
ditches. 

"Oneof the most impottmt rules for 
draining is to do up the business thor- 
oughly. There is much meaning in tn * 
common expression, 'through drainage. 
It means that the ditches must be near 
enough together, deep enough * nt * 
properly located. No definite role can 
be laid down as to their nearness and 
depth. Some lands require them to be 
laid twenty feet, some thirty feet and 
some sixty feet apart, varying with the 
character and strata of the soil ; and as 
to the depth, this must also vary. . Those 
who lay down, as a universial rule, that 
drains must be three feet deep and thirty 
feet apart, show that they are quacks in 
the art. Old Walter Bligh, whom we 
have before quoted, knew better than 
this two centuries ago. This is what he 
Bays as to the depth: 'And for thy 
dravning, it must be made so de.-pthat it 
goes to the bottom of the cold, spewing 
moyst water that feeds the llagg a»d 
rush.

A late number of the Popular Science 
Monthly contains an interesting article 
under the caption of "A Piece of Lime- 
stone," from which the following para- 
graph is taken, which contains a hint 
that, may be useful to engineers, as well 
as to other* who may desire to learn a 
simple process ol rtndtring "hard" 
water "soft " But, though insoluble 
in pure water, carbonate of lime is slight- 
ly soluble in water already charged] with 
carbonic acid ; and all rain watc; brings 
down carbonic acid from the air, it is ca- 
pable of taking up carbonate of lime 
from the soils ami rocks through which 
it filters ; and it thus hapjiens that all 
springs and rivers that rise in localities 
in which there is any kind of calcerous 
rock, become more or less charged with 
carbonate of lime kept in solution by an 
access of carbonic acid. This what gives 
the peculiar character to water, which is 
known as ' hardness' ; and a water hard 
enough to curdle soap may be converted 
into a very 'soft' water (as the late 
Prof. Blark, oi Aberdeen, showed) by the 
simple addition of lime-water, which, by 
combining with the excess of carbonic 
acid, cause the precipitation of all the 
lime in solution in the form of insoluble 
carbonate, which gradually settles to the 
bottom, leaving the water clear."

i, aurally, yet still this coldness and mois- 
ture lies knawing within, and not being 
taken away it eats out what the water 
fattens.' 

"The location of the ditches is a most 
important matter. Much money has 
been sunk in drains that led around the 
wet lands, but did not hit the main 
sources of the water. In this matter of 
location follow the simpU law that water 
runs down hill and seeks the ■traightest 
course possible to the rivers and seas. 
It turned out of this straight course, or 
in any way obstructrd, it always foam 
if it does not fret about it. Cut the 
main ditch through the main land, where 
the water naturally runs; put in three, 
four, or sixinch tile, as the amount of 
water may demand, and then run i-idt 
ditches up the slopes with two or three 
inch tiles in them. A two-inch tile, if 
the fall is sufficient, will carry off an 
immense amount of water in one day 
which would otherwise be left in the soil 
blowly to evaporate and to make the 
land "cold." 



Why and Uoir to l>rain. 

Under this head Alexander Hyde, in 
the New York Times, says upon this 
subject : 

"We are often reminded by the skeptics 
in drainage of the apparent inconsistency 
between irrigating and draining. II 
water is good for land, they say, why 
take so much pains to bring it on the 
land and then take so much pains. to car- 
it off? This does look a little paradox- 
ical, but in reality these two modes of 
medicating land are perfect supplements 
of each other. Because a man has the 
dropsy, it docs not follow that he must 
flrink no water. Only let his water pass 
through the system freely and normally, 
and he may drink water not only with 
impunity but with benefit— in fact can 
not live without it. Water stagnant in 
the body or in the soil brings death 
inevitably ; let it ixrcolate through the 
soil and it brings life. Walter Bligh, as 
loDg ago as 1650, told the story of the 
benefits of draiuing and irrigating in this 
quaint way : 'The goodness of the water 
is, as it were, riddled, screened and 
strained out into tbc land, leaving the I 
richness and the leanness sliding 1

When the weather is hot ami dry, the 
ground parched and thirsty, and one 
has received a quantity of plants of any 
sort by mail or by express, instead of 
putting them out where they ought t 
grow and thus lose half of them, besides 
the lalnir of transplanting, our ownprac 
tiee is to collect about a bushel of muck 
and crush the lumps fine with a ham 
hoe, then wet it and work into the mas 
a shovelful or two of recent dropping <■ 
a cow and also a few quarts of gypsum 
Let the mixture be placed on aom 
boar-Is and work it over as mortar is pro 
pared. When the plastic mass is of the 
consistency of mortar with which bricks 
are laid, take a small handful, put it 
around the roots of the plant, making 
roll about one or two inches in diamete 
by three inches long, and wrap each roll 
in a piece of newspaper about as large 
a man's hand. As each plant is wrapj>ed 
let it be placed on end in a tub or water- 
right box. Let a course of plants 1 
placed over the entire bottom of the tul 
keep the tub in the shade and water the 
plants twice daily. As soon as there are 
reliable indications ol rain let the ground 
l>e prepared for the pi ints. If the weath- 
er is cloudy and the soil not dry as dust, 
let the plants be put out, paper and all. 
The roots will soon force a passage 
through wet paper. It' plants are kept 
in this manner for a few days new roots 
will start out at once. The rolls should 
be handled with care, so that the new 
rootlets may not l>e injured. As we have 
had no rain for a long jieriod of time, 
and as the soil is almost dry to the touch, 
we have a large quantity of sweet pota- 
to plants prepared in the foregoing man- 
ner, which we expect to keep in the 
shade until the rain wets the ground. —

need. Evidence was adduced to show 
that carbolic at id. sulphur, jH-rniangan- 
ate of potash, anil chlorine are ail endow- 
ed with true disinfectant properties, 
though In m ry varying degrees. The 
effectual disinfectant operation of chlo- 
rine and permanganate of potash ap- 
I pears to depend far more on the nature of 
the medium through which the partiehs 
of the infective matter are distributed 
than on the specific character of the par- 
ticles themselves. A virulent liquid 
cannot be regarded as certainly and com- 
pletely disinfected by sulphur unle— it 
ha* been rendered permanently and thor- 
oughly acid. Nb virulent liquid can be 
considered disinfected by carlailic acid 
unles.- it contains at least two per cent- 
um by weight ofthe pure acid. 

When disinfectants arc touted with a 
liquid it is very important to liesure that 
they are thoroughly incorporated with 
it. and that no -olid matters capable of 
shielding conntginni from immediate con- 
tact with its destroyer be overlooked. 
Aerial disinfection, as commonly prac- 
ticed in the sick room, is either useless 
or positively objectionable, owing to the 
false sense of security it is calculated to 
produce. To make the air of a room 
smell strongly of carbolic acid by scat- 
tering c.'irlsilie powder about the floor, or 
of chlorine by placing a tray of chloride 
of lime in a corner, is, to far as the de- 
struction of specific contagia b concerned 
an utterly futile proceeding. 

The practical results of these experi 
incuts go to {.rove (1) that dry beat, 
when it can be applied, is probably the 
most efficient of all disinfectants, (2) that 
the old plan of stopping up crevices, and 
fumigating with sulphur and charcoal, is 
more efficacious than any other proceed- 
ing with more modem disinfectants ; 
(•". ) that the use of carl«>lic vapor for dis- 
infecting purposes should 1»' abandoned, 
owing to ihe relative feebleness and un- 
certainty of its action.

A Hickmanite Abroad. 

He Visits Washtnaton, Ml. r«s> 
non. Etc. 

For tbe Hickman Courier. 

I spent several dsys in Washington 
City, sod found our taTentcd and clev- 
er representative Boone, sticking to 
his post snd doing his duty like a man. 
I visited both Senate and Housi- — was 
introduced by Judge Boone lo benator 
McCrecry, Reps. Knott, ,lones, Black 
burn, and others, (roin KentU'-kv 
I heard Morton, the 
man. make a speech; also, ISdmanda, 
of Vermont; While, of >M; and Ker- 
nan, of New York.

Ii 
bids fair to stand 500 years yet, al- 
though a wooden structure, but h.i- ;i 
stone foundation. So much has been 
written about Mt. Vernon, that I will j 
oot try more. Everybody his scco 
the picture of the tooib of Washing- 
ton. It is built of brick and divided 
in two compartments. Io the back our 
the Washiugtoo family, about thirty, 
are buried, the vault sealed, and the 
monuments for each located on the out - 
side. In the front compartment re»ls 
the remains of Washington aod his 
devoted wife, deposited each in a roar 
ble sarcophagus — plain, very plats. 
These can be seen by visitors from the 1 
outside, by looking through a double | 
iron gate. There was originally only 
one iron gate to the tomb, but 
during tbe war a soldier clambered 
over it, as it did not reach to the arcb 
above, entered«the vault and broke one 
of tbe claws off the eagle which is 
resting on the tomb of the dead hero 
aod patriot. Another gate was theo 
put up filling the opening completely; 
another lock put on and the key 
thrown into the Potomac river. This 

was the only deprcdatioo committed at 
t*ft. Vemon during tho war; and fh»-, 

it'is said was done throngh ignoraftee. 
Tbe soldiers of both sides often met at 
the tomb of Washington, leaving their 
arm* at the Porter's bridge, on tbe 
confines of the estate, and talk socially, 
peaceably, and pleasantly, at (he tomb 
of the illustrious dead. Many relics 
of Washington and early times arc still 
at Mt. Vernon and in the mansion of 
great interest to every one who loves 
his country, but space will not allow 
me to particularize. The meet plea- 
ant day of my sight seeing was at Mi 
Vernon, and I shall long remember it, 
and be glad I have been to the home 
of Washington. 

I left for home the next mornittg via 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, along 
which is same of the most beautiful 
scenery I have ever seen; ami on which 
route is written some interesting his- 
tory of the late war — Harpers Ferry, 
Mariinsburg, &c. I have written very 
hurriedly, fiat hope it will not prove 
uuinterestiug to some of your readers.
